Amateur Network Operation 
has caused some controversy 
recently, with the public service 
aspect being weighed against 
“monopolizing”’ of certain 
frequencies. Current FCC 
position is that frequencies are 
shared but on a first-come, first- 
served basis, deliberate jam- 
ming is prohibited and 
amateurs are expected to an- 
ticipate and minimize in- 
terference. However, if dif- 
ficulties continue the Com- 
mission might have to consider 
remedial action — assigning net 
frequencies, establishing time 
limits or the like.

JACKSONVILLE, FLA.., 
AMATEUR RADIO STATION 
LICENSE REVOKED 
IN REVIEW BOARD 
DECISION (DOCKET 19562) 


Amateur radio station license 
KOECG issued to Samuel C. 
McCluney, III, Jacksonville, 
Fla., has been revoked in a 
Decision by Review Board 
Members Berkemeyer, Pincock 
and Kessler. The Board also 
suspended McCluney’s amateur 
radio operator’s license for the 
remainder of its term. 

The Board stated that after 
careful consideration of the 
entire record, the _ Initial 
Decision, and McCluney’s 
“exceptions,” it was ‘“‘fully 
satisfied that the Judge’s fin- 
dings of fact fairly reflect the

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record in this proceeding,”’ and 
adopted his conclusions and 
findings. It said, however, that 
in view of the peculiar cir- 
cumstances in the case, and 
McCluney’s unfamiliarity with 
the niceties of legal proceedings 
and pleadings, it would discuss 
the matters McCluney raised. 

With regard to McCluney’s 
contentions, the Board stated 
that he had been informed that 
the Commission could not 
provide counsel for him; that 
the Bureau and the Judge went 
to great lengths to explain his 
rights and privileges to him, 
and to be certain they were 
protected at each stage of the 
proceeding; that a copy of the 
transcript was made available 
in Jacksonville for McCluney’s 
use; that on the grounds that he 
was going to seek help from a 
local legal aid bureau; and that 
the absence of any official 
record of the issuance of the 
contested amateur extra class 
license ‘‘was evidence that such 
a license was not in fact 
issued.”’

OSCAR 7 
LAUNCH COMING 
UP SHORTLY 


WALT DIXON W4DWN 

AMSAT has been notified by 
NASA that they should prepare 
for the launch of Oscar 7 in the 
next 2-3 months. If all goes on 
schedule NASA will launch 
another Amateur’ Radio 
Satellite along with its ITOS 
Weather Satellite series 
sometime in June or July of this 
year. 

The new Oscar 7 communi- 
cations satellite is the most 
complex amateur-Radio 
Satellite built so far. It contains 
two repeaters and two auxiliary 
beacons, as well as Morse Code 
and Telemetry encoders. The 
two to ten meter repeater has 
an output of two watts as 
comparted to Oscar 6’s one 
watt, so signals recieved should 
be much improved over Oscar 6 
signal strengths. It has an input 
of 432 MHz and a output on 146 
MHz. Two beacons will be at 
435.1 and 2304 MHz. The 
equipment used to work Oscar 6 
can be used with Oscar 7. Only 
the 2 and 10 meter frequencies 
have been changed slightly. 
Oscar 7 uplink signals are 
145.850 to 145.950 MHz as 
compared to Oscar 6’s 145.90 to 
146.0 MHz. Downlink 


frequencies for Oscar 7 will be 
29.40 to 29.50 MHz as compared 
to Oscar 6’s 29.45 to 29.55 MHz. 
Oscar 7’s beacon falls on 29.5 
MHz as compared to Oscar 6’s 
beacon on 29.45 MHz. 100 watts 
ERP at the antenna will still be 
the maximum power allowed 
for transmissions thru Oscar 7.

accurate than such systems as 
Loran C and Omega. Now, by 
letter of May 14, OTP Director 
Whitehead (KOBGD) has _in- 
formed FCC that Loran A is to 
be phased out, with termination 
scheduled for about July 1, 1980, 
and Dr. Whitehead _ has 
recommended to the Com- 
mission that the 160-meter band 
be restored fully to the amateur 
service, with the amateur 
service to be granted primary 
status. 

Acceptance of such a

1100 REPEATERS 


The FCC reports that there 
are now 850 repeaters licensed 
and applications on hand for 250 
more — total 1100, and more 
coming in every day. Last week 
thirty new applications for 
repeaters were received! Of the 
250 not yet issued, only 97 
represent grandfathered 
repeaters, so the very old 
backlog of applications is being 
taken care of and all of the non- 
WR repeaters will soon be 
licensed. 

At the present rate of ex- 
pansion, the total number of 
repeaters should pass 2000 
around the end of this year. 
There is some question in many 
minds about where all these 
repeaters are going to be set up 
on two meters. There is going to 
be a lot more pressure for 
opening more of the band for 
repeaters. 

The FCC points out that under 
the present rules it is not 
necessary to get separate 
repeater licenses for multiband 
repeater setups. One repeater 
license is all that is needed for 
any number of repeaters at a 
given location. This should help 
repeater groups planning for 
220 operations. (From Hotline 3- 
31.) 


FCC NOTE 


Many amateurs wonder what 
the system is for issuing 
licenses when one changes 
district. The basic rule is that 
you get what you had. If you’ve 
been sporting a W2 call you'll 
get a W4 — if it was a WB2 then 
look for a WB4. There are two 
RM’s on file asking for coun- 
terpart calls to be made 
available, one by 73 Magazine 
and the other by QST, but both 
are being held up partially by 
the prospective “‘restructuring”’ 
situation — and partly by the 
license fee hassle. It seems that 
the amateur division of the FCC 
is afraid to rock the boat on the 


fee situation, so they are not 


making any changes that might 
disturb that sensitive situation. 
It is entirely possible that their 
whole fee system may be 
thrown out since the money 
collected is more like a tax than 


at the 


a fee or a payment for service 
rendered. Amateurs have been 
griping about the stiff fee 
charged for the small amount of 
work actually done _ for 
amateurs.

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DELIVERANCE

Webster defines deliverance 
as liberation or rescue. It also 
implies something delivered or 
communicated. There could be 
no better description than this 
of a recent episode on twenty 
meters. 

It was at 1830Z that Jim 
K4FCT, had the audacity tc 
break into one of those 
beautifully inconsequential 
ragchews that we so dearly love 
on forty meters. He was com- 
pletely exonerated when he 
explained that there was an 
emergency CQ for Miami being 
transmitted on twenty meters 
and he knew that we could 
forgive his intrusion under the 
circumstances. 

Camillo, HJ3CXB, and his 
cohort Mario, HK3CXG, ex- 
plained that a 3% year old girl 
in Bogota, Columbia, was 
desperately in need of a certain 
medication and that he had Dr. 
Maria Teresa Saade of the 
Clinica Colsubsidio on the patch 
to more implicitly diagnose the 
situation. Here his bilingual 
capabilities manifested 
themselves. It seems that the 
l.ittle girl suffered from what 
was described as Megacolon 
from which Bronchial 
pneumonia and an_ intestinal 
obstruction had resulted.

In the meantime, Dave, an intrepid 
member of a rock group known as the 
Mudsharks, used the facilities of Ma Bell 
to discover that the Intralipid, together 
with the necessary filters was obtainable 
from Cutter Labs in California. However, 
he subsequently learned that the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration had ruled that 
this Swedish drug was available in the U.S, 
for experimental use only. Undaunted, our 
herioc guitar player, pursued his search 
and found that a supply was available 
from a Cutter Subsidiary in Mexico City. 

Camillo and Mario met the challenge 
with alacrity.

The following Monday Mario arrived in

drugs and the filters had arrived before 10 
p.m. that night and had been immediately 
administered. Before sunup the little girl 
had come out of the coma and on Sunday 
was able to leave the hospital.

Sending and receiving tests will 
use cassette recordings with all 
grading by FCC personnel.

I should have been aware that 
I would forget to submit a 
column and pre-arrange some 
method of insuring not letting it 
slip by. Like many other 
amateurs, I put it off for a rainy 
day. Perhaps the fact that 
things are going so smoothly 
contributed to my forgetfulness. 

With the summer propagation 
upon us, it is time to think about 
several things. Foremost in the 
minds of those of us in Florida is 
lightning storms. Besides the 
sudden increase in wind 
velocity, we face the prospect of 
taking a direct strike to our 
tower. Living in a section where 
there are only one or two story 
homes, my 75 foot tower 
presents a good target and 
ground rod for lightning strikes. 
As a result, I’ve put in some 
time researching ways to 
prevent damage from them. I 
found one article that showed 
where lightning doesn’t like to 
make a right angle along a 
conductor, so I make sure that 
all my feed lines, etc., dip well 
below where they enter the 
shack. Another helpful point 
told that lightning would take 
the easiest path to ground, so I 
have made sure my ground post 
is well grounded. In fact, it is 
over two feet into the water 
table below four feet here. The 
article went on to say there is no 
known way to insure 100 percent 
against damage from lightning, 
because it could come in on the 
power line and zap your gear in 
spite of all the precautions to 
the tower and feed lines. The 
best way to save your gear is 
take it loose from everything. 

Do it early though, who wants 
to be holding the coax when the 
tower is hit? Lightning bugs and 
grounding switches are fine for 
static charges, a real bolt will 
still jump several feet to get to 
ground any way it can. It 
originally went hundreds of feet 
to get to the tower, didn’t it?
